Mr. Albright states that “The silage {is 
being fed thig winter to ten yearling 
etecrs, sixteen calves and ome mileh cow, 
with results which appear, so far, en 
tirely satisfactory. The ration of the 
calves is: silage about 12 pounds per head 
per day, with one feed of hay and one of 
straw in addition, On the siiage the 
calves receive perraps two pounds per 
head per day of ground fead wheat. The 
wteers receive about 20 pounds silage per 
head per day, straw twice a day and 
about one pound of meal per bead. All 
the animals are fed in an open-front ebed 
and are thriving to the satisfaction of all 
who inspect them, 

“When the first feed of sunflower silage 
was given the animale refiiged it entirely, 
until baited with some chop, after which 
they nibbled at it sparingly. Not until 
the fourth feed of sunflower @lage was 
given did they take hold of it realtily, 
but now all the animals appear to eat it 
with quite as much relish as the grate 
silage, if not more,

have already invested too heavily now 
to withdraw, is a steady and magnani- 
mous policy, candor, and strict Jjus- 
tice and impartiality. Let It conserve 
wisely, proving and keeping whole 
fields, rather than parcels within 
worked fields, Its logical reserve 1s 
the McMurray field, for its extent and 
content is known and is sufficient, 
The government needs revenue and 
het citizens need wealth In this gen- 
eration, and the way to get both with- 
out prodigality is not by checking the 
present enthusiasm for production, 
Government's Main Issue 

The two main issues in ¢he govern- 
ments problem are the only legiti- 
mate ones. Unfortunately, other is- 
sues, unrelated and repugnant to 
these have been permitted to in- 
fluence the general solution. ‘“Wild- 
eatting’ and Empire interests, and 
anti-monopoly ends are sought to be 
served in the new regulaticns, The 
main issues are permanent issues; the 
others are casual and will probably 
be transient, and should not ,there- 
fore, be permitted to influence ?per- 
manent policy.

Consider, for example, the issue of 
“wildcatting.” The m, sister of the in- 
terior stated on January 26th, 1921, 
as follows: “I believe there will be 
more wild-catting in oll than ever 
occurred in mining or anything else, 
and anything I can do to head it off 
I will do.” One can only speculate 
about how far thispurpose determin- 
ed the particular iternis of the regula- 
tions. Perhaps it was this which fixed 
the maximum for prospect permits 
and leaseholds—pikers pittances each 
and utterly inadequate when fifty 
millions are necessary bring one 
claim into value. 

(Meaning Not Clear 

What the minister meant by “wild- 
catting’” is not clear, He could not 
have meant actual swindling, for no 
new law is needed to take care of 
that.

It is likely that tie issue of em- 
pire Interests is in part responsible 
for the provision for Crown Reserves.

reserves and eventually profit ereati, 
by their increase in value when ad-

(2), to ensure competinion and to pre- 
vent thereby onerous monopoly from 
developing. ‘Po create these Crown 
reserves the efforts of the prospectors 
are to be exploited.

The principle of exploiting private 
investment and initiative without 
compensating is vicious. It works a 
real and unnecessary hardship on the 
Pioneers.

expensive. Mainly, it destroys confi-
